REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen — I respectfully  submit  the  following  brief 
report,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Principal  of  the  Institution. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  a year  of  peace  and  pro- 
gress. Only  two  changes  have  been  made  in  the  officers  of 
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tlie  Institution.  Mrs.  A.  O’Meare  has  been  appointed  ma- 
tron instead  of  Mrs.  Johnson,  who  has  been  given  charge 
.of  the  advanced  class  of  mute  pupils. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Toney,  one  of  our  own  pupils,  has  been 
added  to  the  corps  of  teachers  in  the  mute  department. 
She  is  engaging  in  the  work  of  educating  her  fellows  in 
misfortune  with  her  whole  heart,  and  gives  promise  of  great 
usefulness  in  this  field. 

The  reports  of  the  Principal  and  Treasurer  give  a detail- 
ed account  of  expenditures,  progress  and  condition  of  the 
Institution.  I respectfully  refer  you  to  them  for  further 
information.

PBIN CIPAL’S  BEPOET. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report,  in  which  I trust  you  will  find  all  that  should  be  em- 
braced in  a statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1872. 

The  history  of  the  Institution  for  the  past  year  may  be 
summed  up  in  two  words — peace  and  prosperity. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic — no  serious  illness  in  the 
household.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  many  much 
needed  improvements  have  been  made,  and  the  grounds 
around  the  Institution  very  much  improved. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  act  was  passed 
increasing  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Institution,  to  Eighteen  Thousand  Dollars,  being  an  in- 
crease of  Five  Thousand  Dollars. 

This  amount  has  been  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  wants  of 
the  Institution  so  far,  and  will  be  sufficient  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  section  of  the  same  act,  providing  for  the  cloth- 
ing of  the  indigent,  has  been  a great  relief  to  us,  as  well  as 
a most  beneficent  charity  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

The  teachers  in  both  the  blind  and  mute  departments 
have  faithfully  and  zealously  labored  to  advance  their 
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classes — and  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  say  to  you 
that  they  have  succeeded  well. 

The  old  stereotyped  complaint  of  a want  of  promptness 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  in  entering  at  the  beginning  of 
the  session,  must  be  made  again.  It  seems  to  be  impossible 
to  have  the  friends  of  our  pupils  realize  the  importance  of 
this  thing. 

We  would  most  respectfully  urge  upon  the  board,  the 
absolute  necessity  of  sending  an  agent  into  the  field  to 
canvass  for  pupils.  It  seems  to  be  the  only  way  to  induce 
the  attendance  of  those  for  whose  benefit  the  Institution 
■ was  established.  This  has  been  the  experience  of  all  the 
older  States.  Massachusetts  keeps  a traveling  agdht  con- 
stantly in  the  field  looking  up  those  who  ought  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  the  Institution.

There  are  quite  as  many  more  who  ought  to  be  in  school. 

RECEIPTS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS. 

The  table  mai'ked  A,  appended  to  this  report,  shows  the 
amounts  received  and  paid  out  by  the  principal  for  the 
time  embraced  in  the  report. 

The  table  marked  B,  shows  the  total  expenditures  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1872. 

The  affairs  of  the  Institution  have  been  as  economically 
administered  as  was  possible  under  the  circumstances. 
We  had  to  submit  to  some  loss,  on  account  of  the  depreci- 
ated State  money,  some  of  which  was  paid  to  us — besides, 
oftentimes,  not  having  the  cash  to  pay  for  our  supplies,  we 
were  not  able  to  buy  to  the  best  advantage. 
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The  cost  per  pupil,  has  been,  however,  less  than  the 
average  in  similar  institutions,  to-wit : $225  27.  It  will  be 
remembered,  that  this  amount  includes  board,  tuition, 
school  room  expenses  and  medical  attention. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  leave  to  return  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  interest  they 
have  taken  in  the  institution,  and  for  their  uniform  kind 
and  generous  behavior  towards  the  writer. 

It  is,  then,  with  sincere  gratitude  to  God  for  the  blessings 
of  the  year  and  a linn  reliance  on  Providence  for  the 
future,  that  we  begin  another  year’s  work.

REPORT  OF  IMPROVEMENT  COMMITTEE- 

Since  last  report  your  committee  has  had  but  little  to  do. 
The  amount  of  balance  of  improvement  fund  unexpended, 
as  per  last  report,  was  $1842  31.  Add  to  this  the  sum  of 
$56  36  of  the  appropriation  of  1870,  and  we  have  $1898  67 
for  improvements  and  repairs.  The  whole  amount  paid 
out  for  improvements,  &c.,  during  the  year  is  $2097  67. 
The  sum  spent  for  improvements  over  and  above  the  bal- 
ance of  improvement  fund,  is  $199  10. 

The  main  building  is  in  perfect  order ; no  repairs  have 
been  needed  during  the  year.  The  gag  fitting,  not  quite 
completed  a year  ago,  has  been  finished,  and  affords  a good 
light,  cheap,  and  with  little  trouble.  The  new  shop  build- 
ing has  not  been  occupied  yet.  The  plastering  yet  remains 
to  be  done.  The  building  itself  is  a handsome  one,  and 
will  afford  us  ample  room  for  shop  purposes  hereafter. 

A part  of  the  fences  have  been  repaired,  and  several  in- 
side lines  removed,  which  improves  the  appearance  of  the 
premises.  The  walks  and  carriage  way  have  been  re-coated 
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with  gravel  and  sand  ; the  groves  on  the  right  and  left  of 
the  front  walk  are  flourishing,  and  the  lawn  has  been  well 
coated  with  grass  and  clover.  A young  orchard  of  two 
hundred  line  young  fruit  trees — peaches,  apples,  pears  and 
cherries — has  been  planted.  The  garden  has  been  well 
fertilized  and  cultivated,  affording  us  an  abundance  of  tine 
vegetables. 

Your  committee  would  most  respectfully  represent  the 
importance  of  improving  the  laundry  and  bake-house  at  as 
early  a day  as  practicable. 

The  new  school  building  and  chapel,  alluded  to  in  our 
last  report,  would  add  greatly  to  the  capacity  and  conven- 
ience of  the  establishment ; but,  under  the  present  embar- 
rassed condition  of  the  State  finances,  we  do  not  recommend 
asking  the  Legislature  for  any  additional  appropriation.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION — INDIGENT  PUPILS — HOW  ADMITTED. 

“ Application  for  admission  must  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  in  wilting,  and  must  state  then-  name, 
age,  place  of  birth  and  present  residence  ; how  long  the 
applicant  has  been  a resident  of  the  State  ; that  he  or  she 
is  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  ; that  the  applicant,  or  his  or 
her  family  are  unable  to  pay  his  or  her  board  and  tuition. 
This  application  must  be  sworn  to  by  the  applicant  or  some 
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one  cognizant  of  tlie  facts,  and  filed  with  the  Board ; 
whereupon,  the  Board  shall,  if  they  deem  the  proof  suffi- 
cient, cause  an  order  to  be  entered  upon  their  record  ad- 
mitting said  applicant.” 


PAY  PUPILS. 

Pay  pupils  will  be  charged  two  hundred  dollars  for  board 
and  tuition  for  school  year  of  forty  weeks. 


CLOTHING  FOR  THE  INDIGENT. 

In  relation  to  indigent  pupils,  the  General  Assembly  in 
1871  passed  the  following  act : 

“ In  all  cases  where  the  parents  of  pupils  sent  to  the 
Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and 
the  Blind,  are  too  poor  to  furnish  them  with  good  and 
sufficient  clothing,  or  where  said  pupils  are  without  parents 
and  unable  to  furnish  themselves  •with  such  clothing,  the 
judge  of  the  county  court  of  the  county  from  which  they 
are  sent,  shall  certify  the’ same  to  the  principal,  who  shall 
procure  such  necessary  clothing  and  charge  the  same  to 
said  county ; present  the  account,  with  the  vouchers  to  the 
auditor  of  public  accounts,  who  thereupon  shall  draw  upon 
the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  so  charged  to  the 
county;  and  the  said  county  shall  annually  assess  and  col- 
lect by  tax  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  said  order  or  or- 
ders ; and  if  said  county  shall  fail  so  to  do,  the  circuit 
court  in  said  county  shall,  on  application  therefor,  compel 
the  same  by  mandamus.
